OF SODA. 

Thus far the insurrection in Chili 
has had no material effect either on 
the supply of nitrate of soda or upon 
the trade in other respects, although 
the price has been affected, but not to 
the degree which such a complication 
of affairs might naturally be expected 
to cause. Some time ago apprehen- 
sion was felt as to the probable effect 
of the announcement made by the 
constitutional authorities that duties 
paid to the insurgents at ports where 
they were in possession would not be 
regarded as absolving the purchasers 
from obligation to the government, 
and that on such cargoes duties would 
hereatter be exacted as if no payment 
had been made. The prompt action 
of the British government, however, 
in assuring the English shippers that 
they would be protected against any 
attempt to forcibly or otherwise com- 
pel a second payment of duties, had a 
reassuring effect on shippers from all 
countries, and sales have been made in 
this market regardless of a possibility 
that a second payment would be ex- 
acted after the insurrection is sup- 
pressed and the constitutional author- 
ities again come into full and undis- 
puted power. During the past week, 
however, there appeared a new com- 
plication in the proclamation of Presi- 
dent Balmaceda closing to commerce 
the ports of Chanarel, Taltal, Antofo- 
gasta, Tocapilla, Iquique, Caleta 
Buena, Junin and Pisagua, aad inter- 
mediate ports held by the insurgents, 
At first this action was regarded as 
threatening the future supply of ni- 
trate of soda, but as Balmaceda has no 
power to enforce his proclamation it is 
considered certain that notwithstand- 
ing the increasing consumption of this 
important article of commerce there 
wiil be no difficulty in obtaining sup- 
plies. The insurgents are in such 
need of funds to carry on their war- 
fare that they will assist the loading 
and safe clearance of vessels, and 
should they be driven from the 
ports the equally urgent needs of 
the Chilian government will induce a 
pacific course toward those from whom 
they may hope to replenish their de- 
pleted exchequer. The earnest pro- 
tests of the British, French, German 
and Italian governments against the 
enforcement of the decree closing these 
ports to commerce will doubtless have 
a good effect, and while this may not 
result in rescinding the decree it may 
be regarded as assured that no extreme 
measures will be taken by the Chilian 
government to enforce its edict. 
There is now onthe way sowe 250,000 
bags of nitrate of soda, loaded since 
the insurgents took possession of the 
nitrate ports, and other vessels are 
loading and in port to load, while im- 
porters here unhesitatingly accept 
orders for future shipment. It is 
therefore regarded as improbable that 
any interruption to the supply will 
occur as a result of the present inter- 
necene warfare. It is, of course, im- 
possible to foresee what complications 
and difficulties may arise in the future, 
but present indications point to an 


early solution of the difficulties.

THE POSITION OF COD LIVER OIL. 


During the last four years the ap- 
proxiwate exports of cod liver oil from 
Norway are stated as follows: For 
1888, 22,400 barrels; 1889, 21,000 barrels;

average for the four years previous, 
Private advices from Tromsoe dated

rels of medicinal oil. The season is con- 
sidered as closed since the lodde, the 
bait,have disappeared from the coast. 
These figures are of more than usual in- 
terest since English advices a month 
since, when the Finmarken season had 
barely opened, were to the effect that 
the catch in Finmarken wasso large as 
to compensate for the deficiencies in 
the Lofodon district, a statement 
wholly at variance with the figures 
quoted above. 


The surprisingly small production 
of 620 barrels of medicinal oil from 11,- 
000,000 fish will be understood when 
the fact is borne in mind that the high 
prices commanded by the medicinal 
oil two months ago led the Lofoden 
fisheries to turn everything possible 
into medicinal oil, leaving the supply 
for mechanical purposes very limited. 
Hence the Finmarken producers have 
turned the bulk of their cod livers into 
low grede oils. 

From the Lofoden aud southern 
districts whence comes the bulk of the 
oil and the best quality, very discour - 
aging reports were heard for the first 
nine weeks of the season, during 
which, as a general rule, the bulk of 
the best oil is obtained. Up to March 
19th only 3,700 barrels were reported 
as having been caught in the district 
referred to, while in the subsequent two 
weeks this was swelled by the reported 
addition of 11,000 barrels to the cateb, 
making about 14,700 barrels, as 
against 14,340 barrels for the previous 
year. The precise figures up to April 
5th, 1890 and 1891, (the end of the sea- 
son in those districts), obtained from 
reliable sources are as follows: In 1890, 
28 000,000 of fish were caught, yielding 
57,300 hectoliters of liver, from which 
was extracted 14,000 barrels of oil; in 
189) the catch to that date was 19,500,- 
000 fish, with 19,600 hectoliters of liver, 
yielding 15,000 barrels of oil. While 
these are said to be the official figures 
a careful consideration of them reveals 
the curious fact that whereas last 
year, in which the livers were 
unusually rich in oil a little over four 
hectoliters of liver were required to 
muke one barrel of oil, this year a 
barrel was obtained from one and 
three-tenths hectoliters or a little less 
than one and one-tenth barrels of liver. 
In other words, 109 barrels of liver 
has yielded 100 barrels of oil, a state- 
ment which one can scarcely be ex- 
pected to take seriously. It is possi- 
ble, of course, that the 15,000 barrels 
of oil may be there, but that it could 
come out of the quantity of liver of 
cod reported is manifestly absurd and 
the trade will no doubt be able to 
draw its own conclusion as to the real 
state of the case. 5 

The condition of the market here 
does not seem to indicate any great in- 
terest in the state of affairs at the 
source of production. During the ex- 
citement incident to the sharp rise in 
price some two months since, a num- 
ber of speculators outside the regular 
dealers seem to have stoc' ed up with 
the result of scattering the oil pretty 
well. How much of this oil is still in 
their hands it would be difficult to

say, but within the last week it has 
begun to be concentrated, though 
there is apparently sufficient still 
left in outside hands to affect 
the market. The absence of con- 
suming demand also has a tendency to 
repress an upward movement, while 
small consignments are constantly 
coming on the market for imme- 
diate sale which of course militates 
against apy marked advance in 
prices. Cable advices from Hamburg 
on Saturday show an advance there, 
although that market is in almost the 
same condition as is the New York 
market, and the indications are that 
those who hold for the fall trade will 
realize better prices, 














THE POSITION OF CASTOR BEANS 
IN THE WEST. 


Recent advices from the leading 
Western markets concur in ascribing 
to castor beans an activity rarely dis- 
played by that commodity, and indi- 
cating that the interest in it is rapidly 
culminating in values of rigid strength. 
A remarkable feature of this condition 
consists in the fact that contrary to 
ordinary experience the forward move- 
ment of prices has become pronounced 
at a comparatively dull season in the 
castor oil business, and a most immedi- 
ately preceding the harvesting of a 
new crop of beans. 


Primarily, the crushers and the pro- 
ducers of the staple are chiefly affected 
by the present tension of the markets, 
but considering that eight weeks or 
more must yet elapse before the recep- 
tion of fresh supplies the conclusion is 
reasonable that further and far-reach- 
ing developments may be anticipated. 
Thealacrity with which buyers have 
followed the article in question, in 
conjunction with its steady demeanor 
during the last few months, evidently 
point to insufficient and diminishing 
holdings, and confirm the late rumors 
of a growing uncertainty and solici- 
tude respecting the yield of the matur- 
ing crop of beans. 

We learn from competent and cred- 
ible sources that the forthcoming 
production will scarcely approximate 
a fair average and that, consequently, 
the actual requirements for at least 
a year to come are exposed to the con- 
tingency of going unappeased. The 
apprehension of a deficiency in the 
yield of castor beans this year is pre- 
sumed to have its origin in the apathy 
of the cul ivators who, by entertaining 
exaggerated hopes of remuneration 
from the crop, have hitherto extended 
their planting operations on a scale 
that finally resulted in excessive pro- 
duction and a consequent stagnation 
of the demand. The dissatisfaction 
entailed by these causes is said 
to have impelled a considerable 
curtailment of the acreage this 
season and induced a large propor- 
tion of the farmers to abandon the 
pursuit permanently. 

A substantial diminution of the 
supply, which, from present in- 
dications, would seem to be 
more probable than otherwise, will 
be severely felt in several of the 
arts and channels of trade where the 
products of castor beans have, of late 
years, found many new and important 


applications. Until about ten years 
ago, the castor bean was 
cultivated mainly for its 


valuable medicinal oil, but the inferior 
grades incidentally obtained in manu- 
facturing, have gradually acquired 
much favor for lubricating purposes 
and other uses, while the waste 
material is highly esteemed as a fertil- 
izer of the soil. These diversified uses 
suggest the possible embarrassment 
that may flow from short and irregular 
supplies, andin tracing the growth of 
the castor beans industry we find that 
in the last decade the production and 
consumption have increased. nearly 
sixty per cent—a ratio more than dou- 
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ble the rate of increase in the national 


population. 


Statistics show that the yield of 
beans in the United States in 1880 was 
595,868 bushels, from which 893,802 gal- 
lons of castor oil was expressed, valued 
at $790,741. The figures for 1890 have 
not been accurately compiled, but a

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THE PETROLEUM FIELDS IN MAY. 


The monthly report of work in the 
petroleum fields during May in the 
main was somewhat bearish in tenor, 
but as it fell far short of what was ex- 
pected the effect was really bullish, and 
the market ruled higher during sev- 
eral days following the publication of 
the report. There was an increase of 
twenty-six in the number of wells 
completed, as compared with the num-

We are informed that the oil is not to 
be pooled, but that each firm’s oil is to 
be kept separate, therefore if a presser 
wants a certain make of oil he can 
have it. This will thus be sold to the 
exclusion of another oil, which may be 
held until the last. It is questionable 
if all the parties to such an agreement 
will be satisfied with its probable re- 
sults. On the other hand, unless the 
presser can have his selection as to 
whose oil he prefers, is it not coercing 
him to buy whatever the agent sees fit 
tosellhim? It looks as though the 
agent would thus be in hot water most 
of the time between the neglected fish- 
erman and the coerced presser. The 
situation appears interesting, and 
while we would like to see a combina- 
tion which would be beneficial to all 
concerned, from what we can gather 
of the probable workiug of this one, 
there are still some loopholes through 
which trouble will be apt to come, 
sooner or later. Moreover, as there are 
some who will not sign under any 
circumstances, there may be as much 
cutting as there has lately been on an- 
other important oil.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 














The Elkton Prospecting Company bas been 
incorporated at Elkton, Va., with a capital 
stock of $40,000, to sink oil wells. 


E. L. Rose and others have incorporated the 
Friendly Island Oil Company at Wheeling, W. 
Va., with a capital stock of not more than 
$100,000, 


News has been received from Mexico that a 
large amount of German capital will soon be 
applied to the deveiopment of the petroleum 
deposits in the state of Tabasco. 


The Equitabie Gas Co. has decided to drill its 
wellonthe McGregor farm, Verona, deeper. 
It is now down 2,500 feet, and is located abuut 
two miles south of east from Verona. 


Sealed proposals, in duplicate, will be re- 
ceived at the Army Building in this city until 
June il fo. supplying about 12,000 gallons mia- 
eral oil, as per specifications and schedule. 


J. K. Kemp, of Jamestown, N. Y., has pur- 
chased the producing property of the Watson 
Oil Company, most of which is located in 
McKean county. The consideration was $150,- 
000. 


Olean (N. Y.) and Findlay (Ohio) parties are 
reported as having purchased for $20,000 the 
oil wells of J. C. Adamsin Barren county, Ky., 
including the Kenslow and other wells; will 
probably develop same. 


Jencquel & Hayn, Hamburg, have sold their 
petroleum works in Hamburg and Batoum to 
the Mascbinenoel-Import- ‘ ctien-Gesellschaft 
a limited company with headquarters at Ant- 
werp, and branches at Hamburg, Rouen and 
Batoum. 


“The Baku oil,” says the British consul at 
Kinkiang, “has not maintained its position, 
scarcely more than half the import of 1889 
having been required. It will be interesting 
to see, should the reported discovery of oi! of 


ficiently abundant to seek markets outside

‘cut in’ in one of the few commodities for 
which a demand at once large and enlarging 
exists in China.” 


“The import of kerosene oil at Hankow,” 
writes the British consul, “shows an increase 
over 1889. The increase is entirely in Ameri- 
can; and there is a slight decrease in Russian. 
But the import has not reached the figures of 
1886 and 1887, In the latter year a great fire 
here caused the authorities to prohibit the use 
of kerosene. The prohibition is now some- 
what relaxed. The total amount of kerosene 
imported to this port during the last five 
years has been as follows: 1886, 3,715,810 gal- 
lons; 1887, 3,202,550 gallons; 1888, 1,674,U50 
gallons; 1889, 2,241,389) gallons; 1890, 3,145,460 
gallons.” 


The plans of the producers, who have been 
holding meetings in Pittsburgh and Brad- 
ford, are rapidly assuming definite shape, and 
very soon something will be done or the 
mutter abandoned eutirely. A member of 
the local assembly says: “Over $200,C00 has 
already been pledged to build a refinery, and 
$3 0,000 more is available to be used in build- 
ing pipe l:nes as soon as a refinery is erected. 
A committee with full power to purchase 
property and act for the organization was 
appointed some time ago, and was to report 
to the organization once every two weeks. 
It is reported that ground for a refinery has 
been purchased near Coraopolis and that work 
will be commenced soon.” 


A correspondent, writing to the Manchester 
(Eng.) Guardian rom Tiflis, May 10, says: “I 
hear f-om Baku that a syndicate composed of 
fifteen or sixteen of the largest oil producers 
is being organized for the purpose of control- 
ling the produc ion and exportation of 
naphtha and petroleum in the interest of the 
Baku oil trade. This has been rendered ne- 
cessary by the competition which has brought 
the price of the crude naphtha down t. as 
low as three and even two and three-quarter 
copecks a pood of a little over thi ty-six 
pounds avoirdupois, and has compe.led the 
closing of a large number of small establish- 
ments which carr ed on business in « hand-to- 
mouth style or with borrowed money.”

A Sponge Swindler. 


A clever variation of the draft scheme was 
attempted recently by a well-dressed man 
about 35 years old. He called on a well- 
kpown sponge dealer in this city, and, intro- 
ducing himself as Mr. W. 8. Finlay, Jr., of 
Fivlay & Brunswiz, New Orleans, proceeded 
to select a fine order for sponges, two smal 
cases of which were ordered sent by express 
at once, the remainder of .he purchase to be 
held until the selection was completed. The 
putative Mr. Finlay then mentioned that he 
wished to purchase some diamonds and was 
accordingly taken across the street and intro- 
duced to a diamond merchant, In due course 
he returned, showing a receipted bili for some 
$200 worth of diamonds, and stated that the 
diamonds would be sent over from the dealers 
aud would the sponge firm kindly keep them 
in their safe until such time as he should 
leave for home, etc. He incidentally men- 
tioned that having paid out all bis ready cash 
for the diamonds it would be necessary for 
him to draw on the firm and get some one to 
cash hisdrait. The sponge dealers not dis- 
playing any special eagerness to act as his 
baokers, the self-styled Mr. W. S. Finlay, Jr., 
left after asking a member of the firm to dine 
with him on the following day, an engage- 
qment which, it is scarcely necessary to state, 
was never fulfilled. Some of the actions of 
the otherwise prepossessing stranger aroused 
the suspicions of the sponge men before he 
was introduced to the jeweler, whom they 
privately informed of these doubts. Investi- 
gation disclosed that the diamonds had been 
paid for with a check on the Second National 
Bank of New Orleans, and Messrs. Finlay & 
Brunswig wrote that they knew nothing of 
the order nor was there any authorized pur- 
chaserin their sponge department by the 
name of W.S. Finlay, Jr.

Fire at a Varnish Works. 


On Friday Jast fire broke out in Mayer & 
Lowenstein’s varnish works at Hunter’s Point, 
opposite this city. The works are situated in 
the middle of the block between Vernon and 
West avenues, and run through the centre of 
the block from First street to Fiushing street.

The president and the various standing com- 
mittees of the Consvlidated Stock and Petrole- 
um Exceange have submitted their fifteenth 
annual report to the members, covering the 
yearending May 30, 1891. President Wilson 
congratulates the members of the Exchange 
that the system of clearing which was adopt- 
ed when the department devoted to dealing in 
railroad stocks was organized in 188& has 
proven an unqualified success. A comparison 
of the dealings in that branch of the business 
of the Exchange shows that the total trans- 
actions have increased from 51,416,560 shares in 
1886-1887 to 75,806,990 shares during the fiscal 
year just ended. But in the mining depart- 
ment the transactions have decreased from 
5,360,067 shares in 1888-1889 to 3,180,320 during 
the past year. The dealings in pipe-line cer- 
tificates have also decreased from 287,380,000 
barrels last year to 66,436,000 f »r 189°-91. The 
president says, however, that ‘there is a belief 
shared in by many of the experienced men of 
the trade, that somewhere in the near future 
there will be an important movement in these 
certificates.” 

The report of the treasurer of the Building 
Committee shows that leases have been made 
of the offices for the ensuing year insuring a

Oil made from this sced 
was not fit for mompounding by the lard men, 
and consequently had to seek other outlets 
such as the soap makers.

being threatened with an increase of from one 
hundred to two hundred per cent. That, of 
course, tends to make the foreign buyers very 
timid, taking only what they need and shutting 
off speculation. 

“The low price in vils compelled the mills, 
very naturally, to reduce the price paid for 
seed to fifty per cent below last year’s prices. 
It will be observed that the price of both seed 
and oil has been fifty per ceut below last year. 
The effect of this has been to curtail the re- 
oeipts of seed materially, since a large portion 
of the crop lies at a great distance from 
points of transportation, which makes it difi- 
cult and expensive for planters to haul. An- 
otherenemy of the trust were the Olivers, 
cider crushers, who built two big mills, one at 
Charlotte, N. C., and one at Atlanta, compell- 
ing the trust to buy them. They are now said 
to be preparing to erect other mills.” 

Fred Oliver lives in Charlotte and is presi- 
dent of the Charlotte mill. John Oliver lives 
in Atlanta and is president of the Atlanta mill, 
Thomas, George and William Oliver live in 
Lockport N. Y.,and run the apple crushing 
end of the concern. Henry Oliver is now 
with his brother John in Atlanta, but was re- 
cently connected with D. A Tompkins, ef 
Charlotte (partner of Smith Vail & Co., oil 
machinery men of Dayton, Ohio), in building 
fertilizer works in the Southeastern States. 

Mr. A.C. Landry, of the Southern Cotton 
Oil Company, gives the following version of 
the great collapse in cotton oil as follows :— 

“Iu 1855 the Union Oil Company, of Provi- 
dence, the Bienville Oil Company, of New Or- 
leans, and tho Maginnis Oil Company, of this 
city, put up the original successfull plants for 
cotton seed crushing. Taere had been, prior 
to that time, some few failures, but these 
three were the original successes in this coun- 
try. When the war broke out, the industry 
was suspended for several years. From 1885 
to 1883 the number of mills increased slowly, 
a8 also the quantity of seed crushed, reaching 
inthe latter year near 550,000 tons. In 1890 
thecrush was 1,100,000 tons, showing an in- 
crease within six years of nearly 600,000 tons 
over the progress made in the eighteen years 


preceding. 
“The amount of seed to every bale of cotton 


ig generally computed at one-half to.), 80 
that, with a crop approximating seven and 
one-half million bales, the product of seed of 
the present season can be put down at 3,750,000 
tons. After deducting seed for planting pur 
poses, it is apparent that the quantity of seed 
uncrushed is yet twice as large as the quan- 
tity crushed. What I mean to say is this, 
that, if in six years the crush increased as sta- 
ted, it is not too much to suppose that the in- 
creased quantity derived more than supplied 
the channels in which cottonseed oil is used. 
New and cheaper channels had to be sought 
and, of course, this could only pe accomp- 
lished by underselling the fats used in the 
World. As the product annually increases, 
this sort of warfare has to be done on a lJar- 
ser scale and there is every reason why prices 
Of both seed and oil should continue on a 


downward movement. . 
It would be natural to assume that if any 


man in the country knew why the oil world 
had tumbled down hill it would be Mr. Jules 
Aldige, of this city, whose resignation as 
President of the American Cotton Oil Com- 
pany, tendered some months ago, bas not yet 
been ected upon. Mr. Aldige maintains that 
this resignation is due solely to il! health and 
the requirement that the president shall re- 
side in New York city, which is a climate 
Wholiy unsuited to his physical condition. 
Mr, Aldige naturally gave a far-sighted r-a- 
80n for the collapse in the oil world. He said: 
“The unsettled condition of affairs in South 
America has a wreat bearing on all prices. 
The business of the ports of the Adriatic and 
= Italian ports of the Mediterranean are 
“rgely with South America. Business in 

uth America is at too low ebb at present to 





admit of the usual consumption of oil. Gold 
and exchange have advanced considerably 
there, and consequently foreign goods in 
South America, being sold for paper money, 
have correspondingly advanced. 

“Another cause is the great production of 
Egyptian seed and large stocks held in Egypt 
which are bound to find a market. The large 
arrivals of seed in England have brought on 
a decline ot prices there, and both oi! and seed 
are selling at the lowest prices ever known. 

“Another reason relates to the large pro- 
duction of oil last year, amounting to over 
800,000 barrels, which, coupled with the large 
stocks carried over from the previous season, 
the country is not prepared to take. There 
are already too many mills.”

New Acquisitions to the Distillers’ 
Combine. 


Probably no event in the recent history of 
the Cattle Feeding and Distilling Company is 
of more importance than the acquisition of 
the plants of Henry ‘Schufeldt & Co. and of 
the Calumet Distilling Company of Chicago 
on last Thursday. That such a deal was in 
progress was surmised last week, as it was 
rumored on Monday, June 1, that a partner in 
the firm of Schufeldt & Co. had purchased a 
block of 2,000 shares in the Distillers’ Trust, 
while during all the week there wa rather 
more than the usual movement of this stock 
on ’Change, and in several instances it lead in 
the recovery from minor breaks in the gen- 
eral market. . 

The Schufeldt distillery is the one partly 
burned on Wednesday last, and for the at- 
tempted blowing up of which by dynamite 
some weeks ago, Geo. J. Gibson, the secretary 
of the Trust, is now under indictment. It is 
thought by many that the transaction may 
materially affect the Gibson case by removiug 
any vindictive feeling toward him entertained 
by the Schufeidts. A number of the largest 
stock holders in the Trust, including Crawford 
Fairbanks, of Terre Haute,Ind., John H. Fran- 
cis, of Peoria, and George K. Duckworth, of 
Cincinnati, have been in Chicago during the 
progress of the negotiations which have been 
carried on with great secrecy in President 
Greenhut’s rooms at the Auditorium, the 
board of directors acting for the Trust, 
Messrs. Schu eldt and Lynch ‘or their distil- 
lery,and President J. W. Sheridan for the 
Calumet Company. The directors present 
were J. B. Greenhut, of Peoria; Warren H. 
Corning, of Cleveland; Herbert L. Terrell, of 
New York; W.N. Hobart, of Cincinnati, and 
Nelson Morris and P. J. Hennessey, of Chi- 
cago. The sale of both plants included real 
estate, machinery, stock of goods, patents, 
brands and trade marks, and the right to con- 
tinue the use of the names. While the parties 
to the sale decline to make any statement ag 
to the price paid, it is generally believed in 
the trade that the sellers obtained good 
terms, getting full value for their property, 
which is estimated as being worth $2,000,000, 
Those interested in the consolidated company 
state that the acquisition of these plants will 
not affect the alcohol market, which so far 
has remained unchanged save that it is a little 
firmer, a condition which may be due to the

Oil cake is rather quiet, though there still 
exists a very good foreign inquiry. It is not 
altogether easy to tell just what cake is net- 
ting in Chicago, partly because of fluctuations 
in oceun freights, and partly because there is 
not concert of action on the part of pro- 
ducers. The highest quotation of the market 
is $20 50 to $21 per ton, net, but sales are re- 
ported at lower figures. Several mills decline 
to entertain bids at all, having sold all that 
they care to sell for a week or two to come. 
The most advanced future sales reported are 
at seller’s option for shipmentin June or July.

425 bags last week. Offerings were very moder- 
ate, not all the arrivals coming on sale, but so 
also wasthe demand The result was a de- 
cline of one cent, flax falling to $1 11 on Tues- 
day for seed on track, with seed in store }¢c to 
to one cent lower, which variation, by the 
way, was maintaincd all through the week. 
Mild competition advanced prices to $1 11K 
on Thursday and $1 12 to-day. The range for 
the week, however, was $: 11@1 12, as against 
$1 12@1 14 last week. During the same week 
last year,the range was $1 40@1 45. 

There were a few more cars of lower grades 
than usual among this week’s arrivals. Re- 
jected was 2% cents and no grades at 6 cents 
discount. 

The entire list of speculative deliveries was 








neglected. Notwithstanding the large quan- 
tity of seed in sight, there has been mani- 
fested no anxiety either toeell or buf futures. 
A very moderate amount of June seed was de- 
livered on contract, and its delivery in no de- 
gree affected the market. Sales of June were 
11,000 bushels at $1 104, and there were changes 
of June to July at 1% cents premium for the 
latter. Nominally, however, July seed was at 
$1 12% bid, with sellers at $114. September 
attracted no attention, and altogether the 
market was wholly devoid ot interest. 


OLEO OIL. 

The local market remains decidedly tame, 
scarcely any business being reported. City 
brokers report a very languid inquiry for No. 
1, with now and then a sale at 10% to 11 cents, 
The Holland market opened for the week 
quiet but steady, and exporters were encour- 
aged to expect better prices. On Tuesday, 
however, a sale of 300 tierces of a well-known 
brand at two florins below ruling quotation 
broke the market from 65 to 63 fl. These 
figurcs ruted until Friday, when a recovery of 
one florin occurred, and the market closed 
to-day for the week at 64 florins for extra 
grades, with a good consumptive demand.

The paint market coutinues in very much 
the same condition as last week. The rush of 
business seems to be over, yet the demand 
continues fair. and the volume of trade as 
reported for the week is considerably in ex- 
cess of that of the same time last year. 

White lead isselling freely in the usual job- 

| bing sort of way, but the aggregate volume 
of business done is somewhat in excess of that 
of previous seasons. Complaints of cutting 
are less frequent than some time ago, and it is 

' believed that this evil has been reduced toa 
mioimum. 

What has been already said of the character 
of trade applies equally to dry colors and 
mixed paints. Dealers in the former com- 
plain that excessive competition and an open 
market have lowered prices to an undue ex- 
tent. 

Those jobbers who cater for consumptive 
trade in paris green say that trade in that 
commodity is exceedingly brisk, and a few of 
them are talking of an advance in prices. 


DRUGS. 

In some cases the examination of the books 
for May by the leading jobbing houses of the 
city, shows somewhat more than a normal in- 
crease in the volume of business over that of 
the same month last year. Other concerns 
report a somewhat smaller advance. 

The month of May has been, on the whole, a 
very satisfactory one to the trade at large. 

Although opium shows no change, as re- 
gards either prices or demand, from that 
which has characterized the market for this 
drug for several weeks past, all brands of 
morphine have fallen 15 cents per ounce, One 
of the leading American brands, and that 
which took the lead in the decline, is quoted 
ina jobbing way, in eighths, on the basis of 
$2 30 per ounce. 

Quinine is very steady, with no change in 
respect either to value or inquiry. 

The general list is reasonably steady, al- 
though the following changes may be noted 
for the week:— 

Insect powder seems to be a little firmer, 
although not quotabiy changed. A good de- 
mand is reported at 2 cents per pound in 
kegs. 

Sulphuric acid has advanced 10 cents. 

Strycbnine is also higher, jobbers quoting 
crystals in one- eighths at the rate of $1 25 per 
ounce, with powdered and the sulphate at

St. Louis Notes. 


St. Louis, June 6, 1891. 
The preseat week passes into history with 
a fair record for actual results—the sales 
showing a general average with which the 
trade is contented. By way of comparison 
the initial week of the month will probably 
excel in business activity any like period of 
preceding months this year, as it certainly 

does surpass the corresponding week of 1890. 

The excitement attending the collapse of 
linseed oil prices last week has not entirely 
subsided, nor have any convincing facts ap- 
peared in explanation of the surprising event. 
The trade is seized with a feeling of appre- 
hension, which restrains for the moment all 
tendency to enter the market except on com- 
pulsion, and even those who are ordinarily 
liberal patrons of the mills are now taking 
supplies by the dray load and with seeming 
fearthatsome of the barrels may contain 
more than forty gallons of oil. The demoral- 
ization is perhaps more deep-seated than sur- 
face indications prove and a panicky senti- 
ment has characterized the situation during 
the greater part of the week. On the day of 
the memorable decline to 49c, the jobbing 
dealers lowered their figures to 5ic for raw 
and Me for boiled oil and maintained this 
schedule in a nervous, irresolute manner 
until lat Monday, when quotations became 
general to the retail trade, at the same figures 
that manufacturers exact. There is abso- 
lutely no inside on crushers’ prices and the 
jobbing element is now furnishing oil to their 
customers at prime cost, a state of affairs 
which would be deplorable at any season, but 
svarticularly so at this juncture. According 
to the predictions of many, a still lower range 
in ofl will be witnessed before the month 
terminates. The consuming demand keeps up 
briskly,and taken in the aggregate, a large 
quantity of linseed oil has gone out on orders 
this week, The prospect is encouraging fora 
very free outiet before the season closes, 

The prices of lard oils have shown no reac- 
tion since the last report, and a somewhat im- 
proved demand may be chronicled for the 
week, resulting in several instances in liberal 








Cottonseed oil continues to be uninviting as 
an investment, though a certain firmness in 
tone is discernible which, however, bas not 
yet had any influence on quotations in this 
market. The prices last named are still the 
ruling figures, at which only a normal demand 
exists. 

The continued steadiness In white lead 
leaves nothing of interest to be said regarding 
that article beyond the fact that the 
movement of stocks has been more lively this 
week than usual, and marks probably the 
most active one of the season, so far, at least, 
as Jobbing orders are concerned. While most 
country orders carefully designate strictly 
pure lead, it has been observed that a consid- 
able business is being done in certain brands 
of so-called white lead, into the compo- 
sition of which it is pretty certuin 
that very little or no carbonate of 
lead enters. These cheap goods seem to 
suit a class of merchants, a large proportion 
of whose customers are perpetually clamoring 
for the cheapest in everything. 


The general conditions of the paint market 
are practically unchanged, but if anything 
special is to be said, it would probably refer 
toaslight cessation in the demand for dry 
colors, the requirements for which appear to 
be momentarily satisfied. In brushes and 
varnishes no abatement of interest has taken 
place anda heavy volume of business is re- 
ported for the period under review. 

The position of window glass is about the 
same here as it has been for the last two 
months and it is perhaps singular that while 
so much has been said about irregularities in 
the eastern and some of our near-by markets, 
St. Louis dealers have been able to sell unin- 
terruptedly at 80 and 10 per cent,, the adopted 
discount of the late Chicago conference. There 
is, unfortunately, a periodical disturbance in 
the industry about this time every year, ne- 
cessitating a gathering of the wise men to 
bring order out of chaos. Trade here is fair 
and stocks are, generally speaking, broken, 
but dealers are able, as a rule, to give satisfac- 
tion, 

My presentation of the flaxseed situation 
left the market in a debilitated condition at 
$108 per bushel at the close of business last 
Saturday and at the opening of the market 
on Monday the utmost indifference was the 
chief characteristic of buyers. The specula- 
tive market was paralyzed and crushers with- 
drew entirely, pretending to be uninterested 
in the remnants of the old crop of seed, and 
although several curs were on sale no bids de- 
veloped and the day ended with seed nomin-

western seed was sold as low as $1024. On 
Tuesday, an improved demand produced a 
better feeling, and under the influence of 
crushers’ bids, the market rallied to $105, at 
which figure four cars clean western seed 
were taken and one car of Minnesota seed 
was sold at $107.

Receipts for the week amounted, all told, to 
about 7,000 bushels, all going to spot consum- 
ers. 

A review of this week’s castor beans market 
reveals a continued upward tendency in prices 
and an interesting prospect The arrivals 
since my last report foot up 1,650 bushels, and 
the course of the market has been substan- 


tially as follows: The closing sales last Satur- 
day were on the basis of $1 65 for first- 
class goods, but it was apparent that 
this was but the precursor of higher 
values. On Monday the opening bids 
on the part of local crushers brought 
prices up to $1 60, an advance of ic, at which 
two cars changed hands, but on the aucceed- 
ing day a continuance of the strong inquiry 
resulted in sales at $165 and asthe offerings 
were light the day ended with a decidedly firm 
tone, From this point to the close $1 65 per 
bushel for prime beans represented # market, 
which, while admittedly strong, was only ap- 
proximately so, for lack of stocks to excite 
bidders. To sum up, castor beans seem to be 
scarce and crushers are disposed to buy in all 
prime offerings at high figures.

Petroleum as Fuel in Glass Manu- 
facture. 


Manufacturers who are looking around for 
something to take the place of natural gas 
without compelliug them to build costly and 
expensive furnaces, would do well, it seems to 
us, to investigate the oil fuel process now and 
for months successfully used at the factory of 
Rodefer Brothers, Bellaire, and for years past 
used at Gillinder & Sons, Philadelphia. 

The first cost of the plant is about one-half 
that of any of the better class of gas fur- 
naces, and in cheapness of fuel, as well as 
quality of product, brilliancy of the glass and 
melting power, compares favorably with the 
most approved coal gas furnace, 

There is one advantage about the oil fuel 
process which will commend itself to manu- 
facturers whose works are s0 arranged as to 
make extensive changes almost impossible, or 
at least very expensive on account of neceasi- 
tating ageneral remodeling of their works. 
The regular style of a furnace need not be 
materially changed. 

The gas jets are introduced into small open- 
ings in brick work extending about six feet

It seems to be the desire of the repre- 
sentatives of the combine to keep things as 
quiet as possible, but it is reported that some 
of the pressers and also the exporters have 
given it out that they wuuld not buy oil of 
them.

which can be interposed to prevent any one 
who chooses from entering into the business 
of refining petroleum. 

“The independent producers seem to regard 
the Standard as their greatest enemy, and 
they delight to style it the ‘octopus,’ the ‘ana- 
conda,’ and bestow upon it other pet appel- 
lations which indicate the feeling of aversion 
they entertain for it. There are but few buy- 
ers of crude oil besides the Standard, and if 
theo did not take the oil the producers would 
soon find themselves overstocked. The Stand- 
ard Oil Company has been the means of supply- 
ing the producers with the money necessary 
for them to develope new territory and to 
keep them in the businsss. 


“In regard to production the Standard is 
now well situated, even should the producers 
refuse to sell it their oi]. It has about com- 
plete contro! of the Ohio field. and a large per- 
centage of the production in Pennsylvania — 
West Virginia. At the present time it is 
haps no exaggeration to say that the Stan ard 
people control one-fourth of the entire oil pro- 
ducing area in this State and in West Vir- 
ginia. This in a measure makes them inde- 
pendent of the producers, since they can pro- 
duce nearly all the crude oil they can manu- 
facture. The new order of things may dis- 
arrunge matters to a certain extent, but it 
will only be a skort time until everything is 
adjusted to suit the new circumstances.”— 
Pittsburgh Post.

“Bvery man in his own business knows 
what his chances for profits are, to 
some extent, and the more experience 
he has, the better he can judge 
of this necessary item to success. When he 
confounds his business with that of conflicting 
interest, he introduces an element into his 
own business which may be attended with re- 
sults he little dreamed of.”” Here the prospects 
of success have been freely discussed, and 
while many predict a profitable future for the 
enterprise there are also many who can see no 
advantage to the producers who may be in- 
duced to contribute their money or their 
drilling interests. In fact, there are grave 
contingencies which the producer is likely to 
regard as remote which may cause serious 
losses, and the prospects of large profits are 
by no means so flattering as to warrant him in 
incurring the prospects of heavy losses, which 
latter may be far larger than the profits can 
possibly be expected to be. Even those on the 
Exchange who regard the scheme most favor- 
ably do not express a desire to invest therein.

REFINED AND PRODUCTS. 


The past week has been uneventful, the ex- 
port demand being very light, though doubt- 
less this may have been due to a want of suit- 
able vessels. Shippers of barrelled oil have 
placed a few orders only, but claim the needs 
of the importers on the Continent have been 
small and will probably continue so through- 
out the present montb. The total engage- 
ments have been something over 60,000 bbls, 
which includes two cargoes of bulk oil. Con- 
siderable discussion has been caused by the 
movement on the part of the Producers Asso- 
ciation, manceuvered by certain refiners and 
pipe line owners,toward erecting refineries and 
extending pipe lines,and some claim to look for 
sharp competition for export orders which 
will benefit shippers. As this isin the uncer- 
tain future it can for some time at least have 
no influence on the market. The price forex- 
port oil remained steady for barreled through- 
out the week at 6°W@7'20c for New York load- 
ing and 6°85@7'l5e for Philadelphia and Baliti- 
more loading. Bulk oil has not varied from 
4°65c here and 4'6fc at the outporte. 
The principal foreign markets are

Powdered has been shaded 
alittle, being quoted at $2 80@3 05 as to qual- 
ity and quantity. 

Morphine remains at the decline noted last 
week, save that in the large way the foreign 
quotations can be shaded down from $1 80 to 
$170 in bulk. The prices given for do- 
mesticare $1 90in bulk, $195 in ounces, and 
$215@2 20 in eighths, inclusive, as to package: 
for foreign, $1 70@1 80 in bulk as to quantity, 
$18 in ounces, and $205 in eighths. The 
shading of the foreign referred to seems to 
have been confined to large orders of bulk 
goods.

Quinine. 

The past week has been one of unusual dul- 
ness in the quinine market as we hear of no 
sales outside of the regular jobbing demand, 
which continues good, but is insufficient to 
give buoyancy to the market. At our last 
writing there was a firmer feeling consequent 
upon the favorable report from the London 
auction sales of bark and the market was 
quoted as firm at 224¢c. The firmness, how- 
ever, Was Only temporary, and 22c is now 
quoted openly while 2i}4¢c might buy from 
some holders, .Neither holders nor purchaser 
appear to be particularly Cesirous of coming 
into the market and in consequence there are 
no transactions to record, 





While manufacturtrs claim that no money 
can be made at the present figures, and point 
tothe fact that prices are relativeiy higher 
abroad than here, dealers generally seem to 
bave no confidence in the future of the 
market, 





Miscellaneous. 

Alcohol isin good jobbing demand with a 
somewhat firmer tone in the market, dye no 
doubt in part to the acquisition of two of the 
largest outside plants by the Cattle Feeding 
and Distilling Company, and in part to the 
firmer condition cf the corn market. The 
prices remain unchanged, being $2 26@2 28 for 
grain alcohol, with the 5c rebate allowed as 
usual, Wood alcohol remains firm at the re- 
cent advance of about 10c per gallon, and is in 
good demand. 

Borax is quotable at 834@94c for California 
crystals and 8144@834c for powdered, City re- 
fined is 9@9'4c for crystals and 4c less for 
powdered, Concentrated is a little weaker, 
being quoted at 8@8}<c.

@i80, with a firm market. Uva ursi are in 
very limited supply, with quotations at 5@5c. 

Shellac. 

The market seems to be gathering strength, 
though there are no actual advances to re- 
cord in spot goods. Free goods on the spot of 
ail kinds are becoming scarce. ‘The goods 
uOw arriving and en route are mostly sold to 
arrive, and go into strong hands. Advices 
from Calcutta report a scarcity of both stick 
and button lac, with unfavorable views of 
the coming crop. The statistical position 
is very strong. The stock in London 
on Jure Ist was 38,000 cases as 
against 85,000 three years ago, and 49.000 
at the same date last year. Cable reports of 
the auction saies to-day in London indicate an 
easier market and a decline of Is, but the de- 
cline was only temporary, the market recov- 
ering later in the day and closing a shilling 
higher. Sales during the past week amount to 
about 800 cases spot and to arrive. The mar- 
ket may be written as very strong with indi- 
cations of a further advance. Goods are now 
being sold here at prices at wtich they 
could scarcely be restocked on _ the 
present market abroad and there 
is, in fact. an unusual scarcity of offers from 
Calcutta, the present high prices not bringing 
out sellers, as would naturally be expected.

> 
The Importation of Drugs at London. 

Ata recent meeting of the Berlin Pharma- 
ceutical Society, Mr. H. Helbiug, of London, 
gave a lecture on “London Drugs; their Var- 
ieties and their Substitutes,” in which after 
referring to the fact that the London drug 
market is by far the most important one of 
the world, and giving a description of the 
drugs in the London Docks, warehouses and 
showrooms, he gave some interesting obser- 
vations in regard to a number of specimens 
ne bad collected since the beginning of this 
year. 

Mr. Helbing showed seventeen different 
samples of cardamons, and observed that those 
from Ceylon, like nearly all other drugs ex- 
ported by that island, were carefully bleached 
and packed. The finest of his specimens was 
grown from seed originaliy obtained from 
Maysore, in India, and represented about ten 
times the value of the most common un- 
bleached Tallicherry fruit. In valuing car- 
demoms three points especially are to be taken 
into consideration, in the first place, the qual- 
ity of size and roundness of shape; secondly, 
the proper bleaching; and, thicdly, the rela- 
tive weight of the seeds. “It is interesting,” 
the lecturer said, “for our profession to know 
that the most common cardamoms and the 
long fruits find purchasers just as qu.ckly as 
the finer grades, although the former are 
probably only used in the preparation of 
powders liqueurs, &c. 

While cardmoms are mostly sold by auction 
just as they are imported—that is without go- 
ing through any sorting in London—nutmegs 
will give a good idea of the different species 
of manipuletion through which drugs pass in 
London. From all nutmegs arriving on 
that market the wormy and perished 
specimens are picked out,and every single nut 
passes through the bands of workmen. The 
rejected nuts are again sorted,and from this

continued manipulation result the various 
grades which you find represented in the 
samples shown. Nutmegs rarely arrive in 
their shells, and in that condition they, of 
course, are worth rather less, although it may 
be surmised that the shells themselves are 
mostly also used for pulverizing and adulter- 
ating purposes. The limeing of nutmegs 
takes place not only in the Dutch possessions, 
but also frequently in London. 

A collection of fifteen specimens of gum 
tragacanth was next commented wpon, and 
an explanation given of the meaning of the 
words “sea-damaged,” which frequently oc- 
cur in the sale-catalogue. The so-called sea- 
damaged drugs are usually well competed 
for at the auctions, and,in many cases, only 
the appearance of the article suffers, while 
for manufacturing purposes it remains in 
every respect good; but often sea-damaged 
drugs are placed in the market which, 
properly speaking, Ought not to be offered 
forsale. In illustration of this statement the 
lecturer referred to some aconite root from 
Japan. German and other Continental ac- 
onite is all sold in London by private treaty, 
whi'e the Japanese root is frequently offered 
by auction in large quantities. Three 
samples were shown, of which one was 
of sound and good quality, the two 
others, especially the the third one, being very 
considerably damaged, probably by the action 
of sea-water. Under these circumstances, it 
need cause no surprise if aconite preparations 
of varying strength should be placed in the 
market, for if these mouldy roots should also 
be used for manufacturing purposed, the pro- 
cess of decomposition which had set in would 
certainly affect the active principle of tbe 
drug also. 

But while frequently exceedingly bad speci- 
mens of drugs are met with in the 
market specimens are occasionally 
found which are a real joy to. the 
collector, and almost appear too fine 
to be used for manufacturing purposes. That, 
Mr. Helbing thought, might be said of a sam- 
ple of Alexandrian senna which he showed. 
The senna of commerce, with few exceptions, 
now consists of Tinnevelly leaves; and al- 
though occasionally at auction this variety is 
being sold by hundreds of balesat a time,large 
dark-green and uninjured leaves are always 
much sought after. Alexandrian senna is stil} 
more trequently of common guality, and it is 
very rare to meet with a sample so carefully 
gathered and dried as that which Mr. Helbing 
showed. He also called attention to an excep- 
tionally fine specimen of ipecacuanha in entire 
roots, carefully separated and tied in 
small bundles by the collectors, This showed 
the high quality of drugs which would be ob- 
tainable if the average collector only took 
the necessary pains and posseessd the neces- 
sary skil| to distinguish between varieties of 
an article. 

“The vollection and treatment of crude 
drugs” said the speaker, “is of the very high- 
est importance, not only from the point of 
view that the drugs ought to possess the ful) 
properties and strength of standard specimens, 
bnt also in order to find buyersforthem at 
al'. Without considering those simply careless 
collectors who gather roots when the earth is 
at its moistest, or seeds simply when they are 
most easily removed from the fruit, without 
any consideration whether that moment is 
the one at which the drug in question con- 
tains the greatest amount of active principle, 
we atiil find other colonists and settlers who 
are totally destitute of the necessary 
technical knowledge to treat the drugs they 
grow, and who believe themselves to have 
done their duty when they simply send the 
article wver in any packing which may be 
ready at hand. This is particularly regretable 
because it very frequently leads to the im- 
portations of new remedies in such a con- 
dition that they are entirely useless for chem- 
ical and for physiological research, while 
many valuable additions might have been 
made to our store of medicinal drugs 
if the gatherer of a new remedy 
much esteemed by the natives of 
the country of its origin had only displayed 
more technical knowledge in his treatment of 
the first shipment to the European market.” 

The lecturer had often seen packages from 
distant countries which were said to contain 
interesting medicinal novelties, but which up- 
on arrival were found to enclose nothing but 
a mass of mouldy and perished rubbish. The 
drugs had often been placed in their fresh 
state ina case simply, after the manner of 
turnips or other common vegetables, without 
having been previously dried, or receiving 
any other treatment than to be wrapped in 
leaves or common paper. South American,and 
especially African, exporters are unrivalled in 
the carlessness with which they treat sample 
shipments. It is often possible, though this 
very absence of care, to discover the country 
of origin of a particular drug, which is fre- 
quently concealed by the brokersin order to 
prevent the possibility of competition. 

It isan easy step from carelessly collected 
and dried drugs to accidental substitutions or 
intentional adulterations. To the latter cate- 
gory belonged a sample of gum benzoin, of 
of which the lecturer said: “It is scarcely 
possible to believe that this was received in an 
exactly similar package to that used for the 
genuine gum, but in reality consisted of noth- 
ing but sand, stones, and resin, while the gen- 

uine almonds have been manufactured out of 


french chalk. This benzoin was imported into 
London a year ago, and the sample is the only 
one which I have not collected during the 
present year. I am indebted for it to the 
kindness of Mr. A. C. Meyjes, who himself 
possesses intimate knowledge of the markets.” 
Another case of intentional adulteration was 
represented by one of the samples of India 
rubber exhibited. One of these showed a fair 
quality; the second sample was somewhat 
adulterated, and evidently intentionally so, 
by the admixture of large pieces of bark of 
trees. But this may be described as compara- 
tively harmless adulteration compared to the 
admixture of stones weighing a pound or 
more, such as were found inserted in a third 
sample. 

Mr. Helbing then referred to a number of 
new drugs, including several varieties of kola; 
a specimen of so-called mahogany seed, which 
had been identified by Mr. Jackson, of Kew 
Gardens, as belonging to the family of the 
Sapotacese; to so-called soap berries, which 
are said to contain over 10 per cent. of sapo- 
nin, and form the base of several patent 
cleansers; and, finally, to a collection of sam- 
ples of beeswax. 


Wax, Mr. Helbing said, is a product which 
is received from a larger number of of coun- 
tries than almost any other product. As soon 
asany country becomes opened up by civili- 
ration, as soon asa settler establishes himself 
inany new region, the first sign of exporta- 
tion is frequently a consignment of wax, as 
both the article and its value are known to 
everybody. A great many of these first con- 
signments of wax are sent to London, where 
it is known that there is no import duty upon 
the article; and this is of special significance, 
because it is clear that an exporter will fre- 
quently send his consignments again and 
again through the same firm which was able 
to give him a satisfactory product on his first 
shipment. In this manner subsequent larger 
consignments of all varieties of goods are also 
directed to London, which might have been 
shipped to another port, had not the 
free import of wax smoothed the way toward 
business, and accustomed the exporter to the 
London market. It isa matter of congratu- 
lation” said the lecturer, “that so many coun- 
tries are being opened to cultivation, and 
that so many plantations are being estab- 
lished for the cultivation of useful products, 
including medicinal plants. Yet it cannot be 
denied that there is at present a considerable 
over-production of many medicinal products, 
which should lead colonists to consider very 
carefully before they commence the cultiva- 
tion of certain articles. It will be sufficient 
to remind you of the history of cinchona cul- 
tivation to prove this point. There is no 
doubt that the establishment of cinchona 
plantations is now no longer a paying indus- 
try,as there cannot be any question of the 
profit of the present prices of the bark. The 
over-production has simply been caused by 
theerrorinto which planters frequently fall, 
that in their calculations they leave entirely 
unconsidered the price fluctuations of the 
market, and give no thought to the fact that 
an increased production of any article must 
reduce its value, possibly to a point when the 
further cultivation of the plant is no longer 
remunerative.”

Liverpool Notes. 


LIVERPOOL, May 30, 1891. 
I hear that several American importers bave 


lately been in Liverpool, and that a consider- 
able quantity of chemicals has been sold. The 
friend who told me said something about the

Why are there no commercial men on the 
board of directors? This question has been 
repeatedly asked on ‘Change. A strong 
representation of manufacturers is highly 
desirable, but nota monopoly. The counsels 
of a few experienced businesa men might have 
saved some of the friction that occurred with 
the trade not so long ago. 

Widnes is becoming busy again; at least 
railway travelers passing over the town once 
more shut up the carriage windows witha 
snap and cough viciously; but the doctors say 
it isa wholesome place for everything except 
plant life. Curious! “Experientia docet,”

Boston Notes. 
Boston, June 6, 1891. 

Trade still continues rather quiet, and there 
is not much new to write in the way ot busi- 
ness. Still there ls sumething being done 
with a little better jobbing demand noted; 
and the indications are that movements will 
be a little more lively in the near future. 
Linseed oil is very slippery, and it ia very 
doubtful it will long hold at 50 cents per gal- 
lon, at which price it is being sold here. Tur- 
pentine is steady and rather weak. The job- 
bers in lead, it is presumed, are feeling quite 
happy, for they have now got the price of 
white lead down where they can make no 
profit, so they can ask no more, Their cup is 
said to be full. 

The general oil market—-Fish and other oils 
are quiet, but several changes are noted sinee 
the last report. Lard oil has declined, choice 
Western cxtra being quoted and sold down 
as low as H@55c. Ked saponified shuws a 
stronger tendency in sympathy with tallow, 
and seils as low as 38@40c. Menhaden isa lit- 
tle easier, but prices are not quotably 
changed, being still held at: prime crude, 
27@28c; light pressed 300; bleached winter, H@ 
35c; extra bleached, 35@37c. Whale is.still firm 
at: prime crude, 45@47c; vatural winter, 62@ 
58c; bleached winter, 68@565c; extra bleached, 
57@56c. Cod oils remains in light supply with 
the position strong; prices being 320 for shore; 
sun-dried deep water 33c; Labrador aad New- 
foundland, 46@47c. Cottonseed oil continues 
in good. demand, with prices firm. Cocoanut 
oil is steady, palm oil is quiet, and olive oil is 
dull. 

I referred briefly in my letter last week to 
the fact that more.or less adu}terated linseed 
oil is being sold in, this market. This. week I 
have been looking up this matter a littie more’ 
thoroughly, and, let me say, entirely inde- 
pendently so far as any member of the trade 
of Boston is concerned. The result is, lam 
theroughly convinced, that there is not only 
“more or less,” but a great deal of adulterated 
linseed oil sold in the Boston market, and 
some of it is rank stuff, bardly fit to grease the 
waysio aship yard. This is being done right 
under the noses of the members of the Paint 
and Oil Ciub, but there is no reason forthink- 
ing that any members of the Club are doing 
it. I fear that one reason why the trade has 
not aroused itself to a realization of this great. 
evil is, that even in the trade not all realize 
the entire difference between pure oil and the 
adulterated article. I examined a sampleof 
very heavy adulterated oil which was brought 
from a Maice city by a dealer who purchased 
it of a house in Boston. The house which sup- 
plied thie oil was able to sell it at about two 
cents per gallon below the market price for 
pure linseed oil. The suspicions of the Maine 
dealer were aroused and he brought a sample 
of it to Boston. It was this sample, after it 
had undergone the test for purity that I ex- 
amined. There was no deposit of linolic acid 
at the bottom of the phial, and the whole waa: 
one greasy, uasty mags, It wag adulterated 
cottonseed oil and,petroleum. The latter oils 
have no affinity for oxygen. This is the stuff 
that is being sold in the Boston market by 
wholesale. This business has been going on 
for a long time—for months, 

Within a few months the matter was 
brought up in a meeting of. the,Paintand Oi 
Club of New England, and, if I remember cor- 
rectly, a committee was appointed to look 
into the matter. At a subsequent meeting a 
report wag made which did nothing short of 






























adulterated oil sold in the Boston market, 
though not by any members of the club, But 
the report was met with apparent indifference, 
and so the matter rested. Now, parties who 
took little interest In the matter last winter 
are being heard from, and are beginning to 
get alarmed, and inguiring what can be done. 
One thing is certain, adulterated linseed oil is 
being sold here freely, and it is injuring the 
trade and the good name of Boston dealers. 
The majority of the dealers would welcome 
any action that would squelch this business. 


by houses right here in Boston—houses that 
are well known, and known to carry on this 
business. The trade is becoming aroused. 

Mesers. West & Jenny, whose wholesale drug 
house caught fire last week, estimate their 
loss at about $50,000, largely by water, and the 
loss is fully covered by insurance, which was 
distributed among twenty different companies 
through six different agencies. 

The members of the firm are temporarily 
located at 109 Broad street. It was very grati- 
fying to West & Jenny that before the flames 
had ceased burning, every wholesale drug 
house in Boston, without a single exception, 
offered their services ; and before the day was 
over the firm had telegrams from New York 
offering aid if needed; and when I called upon 
the firm for the third time, on Friday, Mr. 
West expressed his pleasure in contemplating 
these words and acts of thoughtful kindness 
and good will from their friends in the trade. 
They are filling all orders without serious in- 
terruption, through different houses in the 
city. Aiready they have begun to clear away 
the debris and their store will be restored to 
ita former condition us rapidly as possible. 

Dr. H. L. Bowker, manufacturer of soda 
water, flavoring extracts, etc., who occupied 


_the next building to that of West & Jenny on 


Franklin street, suffered a loss of about $1.000 
from water from the lines of the hose that 
ran through his building. Insured. 

The long credit system was discussed at the 
meeting of the Boston Merchants’ Association 
held last Wednesday at Young’s Hotel, and 
the following resolutions were adopted :— 

WHEREAS, one of the growing evils of the 


trade is competition upon length of credit, re- 
sulting from dating ahead instead of upon the 


value of merchandise ; 
Resolved: That the date of shipment should 


be the commencement of the credit term. 

The Boston Merchants’ Association is com- 
posed of representatives of firms from all the 
different lines of trade. 

The Weeks & Potter Company, wholesale 
druggists, this city, were awarded a bronze 
medal for beef, iron and wine, a preparation 
owned by them, which they exh:bited at the 
late International Exhibition held at King- 
ston, Jamaica. At the same exhibition, 
Messrs. Joseph Burnett & Co., this city, man- 
ufacturers of extracts, received a bronze 
medal, and the Rumford Chemical Works, 
Providence, R. 1., received a gold medal for 
their exhibit of acid phosphate. 

The National Soap Makers’ Association will 
hold their next convention at the Parker 
House in this city, on June 11th. 

A petition was circulated among the paint 
and varpish houses, and very generally signed 
this week, the firms signing agreeing to close 
their places of business at 2 o’clock P. M. on 
Saturdays, duriug June, July and August. 
This arrangement went into effect to-day. 

It seems about time some change in the 
condition of the drug market was reported, 
and this week I am able to state thata little 
more business is being doue in drugs than was 
done last week, witha generally firmer mar- 
ket noted. A firmer feeling exists for oils of 
lemon, bergamot and orange. Domestic man- 
ufactured morphine has declined 10c since I 
wrote last week. There is a quiet demand for 
opium, and vrices are,lower and easier. There 
is a ,0o0d demand reported for alcohol. 

The chemical market, as a whole, in quiet 
and has been 80 all the week. At the present 
writing bleach is in over-stock, which renders 
the market weak. There is a good demand 
for causticsoda. Blue vitriol is dull, and cop- 
peras is quiet and strong. 

There is no life to trade imindigo, and the 
market is dull. Cutch is firm, but there is very 
little demand and stocks are very small in- 
deed. There is a large supply of high grade 
logwood on the market, which renders the 


situation weak. Lima wood is about as last 


reported; fustic is quiet, and extract archil all 
80. Bichromate of potash is dull; both yellow 
and red prussiate of potash are without 
change. There is a steady and slow movye- 
ment in aniline colors. 

There is little or no demand:for gambier, 
The Wm. Hales Is due here about 
July 2 with 2,500 bales, and the Ice- 
berg is due about August 12 with 
2,500 bales, making the total amount 
of gambier afioat for Bueton to October Ist, 
6,0U0 bales. In store, Boston, this day, 2,0L0 
bales; making the ,total, visible supply for 
Beston, in store andjafioas, up to October Ist,

Mr. P. T. Barnum, who was known to the 
world mainly as the King of Showmen, was in 
the outset of his career, and at subsequent 
periods in it, directly connected with the 
press. At the age of nineteen he published 
and edited in his native town, Danbury, Conn., 
a weekly paper called the Herald of Freedom. 
It was a pretty wide-awake paper in his bands 
and gave him his first publicity through bis 
vigorous onslaught upon certain prominent 
men in his town for their tyrannous acts, 
which he felt deserved unreserved reproba- 
tion. As the libel law of Connecticut was then 
very severe upon too much freedom of speech, 
bis chivalrous defence to those whom he 
thought injured put him bim in jail forastort 
term. But in jail he continued to edit his 
paper, and thestory of the situation being 
everywhere published, his name was quoted 
and referred to throughout the United States. 
He told me that Martin Van Buren, when he 
made—long after the event—a triumphal tour 
through New England, on meeting bim along 
with other citizens, said tohim: “Ob, youare 
the young man who was put in jailsome time 
ago for speaking your opinions too freely.” It 
was laughirg)ly said, and Mr. Barnum no doubt 
enjoyed with no littie delight the fame that 
had been conferred upon him. In the light of 
modern times it would be universally said 
that his imprisonment was au outrage and 
wrong. On the second thought, and when the 
full case was known, he had even then the 
great public on bis side; for he was taken 
from jail when his brief time was out, and 
drawn triumphantly in a carriage by the peo- 
ple of the town to his place of business and to 
freedom. 

Mr. Barnum’s early experience as an editor 
gave him aprofound sense of the value that 
advertising confers. When he set out to 
pursue a business which was to gain, in bis 
bands, such large proportions, he knew intui- 
tively that his most effective ally must be the 
press and printers’ ink. And how closely and 
constant'y he courted the editor and publisher 
everywhere! We have had, since he set the 
example, numerous incessant and liberal ad- 
vertisers ; but none, I think, who for three 
generations, year in and out, ever advertised 
so much and with such unvarying and ulti- 
mate success.

Deep Petroleum and Artesian Wells. 


The government has taken an interest in 
the experimental well which is being drilled 
on Bogg’s Run near Wheeling, W. Va. The 
well is now over 4,000 feet deep. and it is the 
intention, if possible, to drill it to the depth 
of an even niile—5,280 feet. The United 
States Geological Survey will contribute 
$5,000 to the fund. It is the purpose or the 
government to take the earth's temperature 
at these low levels and obtain other scientific 
data. Satisfactory tests of this character 
have never heretofore been made in this 
country, owing to the water or oil that has 
been encountered in the few other deep wells 
that have been drilled. 

If the Wheeling well is driven to the depth 
ofa mile it will be the deepest well in the 
world, At present the deepest well in this 
country is one drilled for gas in Pitsburgh 
some years ago by George Westinghouse, jr. 
It was sunk to the depth of 4,680 feet, when 
work had to be abandoned on account of the 
drilling cable breaking of its own weight. 
The weight of the cable now in use inthe 
Wheeling well is 7,000 pounds. Powerful 
machinery must, of course, be em- 
ployed in drilling these deep wells. 
and the work is slow and expensive 
In the event of any tool being lost in the hole 
the job of fishing it out becomes a scientific 
achievement. Tools are made expressly for 
fishing purposes, and they are many and in- 
genious. 

Jonathan Watson, of Titusville, Pa., drilled 
in 1867 one of the deepest wellsever drilled in 
the oil country. Hesunk it tothe depth of3,553 
feet atacost of $25,000. Mr. Watson was a 

rich man and a Spiritualist, and the well was 
under the guida ce of the spirts. It was 
drilled for oil, but was not a successful ven- 
ture, The well is located on the flats below 
Titusville, not far from the Drake wel', the 
pioneer oil well of America, Oil in the Drake 
well was found at a depth uf but 68 feet. In 
August, 1859, Mr. Watson completed a well in 
this locality which was also a “spirit well,” 
having been drilled at that particular spot by 
the advice of the spirits of the two late friends 
whom he had known in life. The well pro- 
duced 150 barrels a day ata start, but it was 
soon exhausted, and probably did not pay for 
the drilling. There are wells in Greene county 
Pennsylvania, producing oil from a depth of 
about one-half mile, the deepest oil produc- 
ing wells in the country. 

The Boston School of Technology was some 
time ago asked to give an opinion regarding 
the possible depth the well would have to pen- 
etrate before it could get through the sand- 
tone in a deep well being drilled at Rockville, 
Conn. The well was being drilled for water 
by asilk manufacturing firm, It had at that 
time reached adepth of 3,440 feet. All this 
distance had been drilled through sandstone 
with the exception of 200 feet. The Boston 
scientists did not venture an opinion. Prof, 
Emerson, of Amherst College, declared that 
the drill was the only scientist that could tell 
anything about it. Nothing but a practical 
test would determine anything certain as to 
where the sandstone would end. St. Louis has 
a well which is 5,147 feet deep. For a 
time it beiched forth 75 gallons of water 
a minute. The deepest well in the 
world at present is one at Potsdam, 
Germany, which was drilled to a depth of 
5,270 ft., or 10 feet short of one mile. Europe 
bas some remarkable holes in the ground, 
There is one twenty miles from Berlin which 
is 16 feet in diameter to the depth of 280 feet, 
and from that to the depth of 4,194 feet it is 
13 inchesin diameter. The Paris Sugar Re- 
finery drilled a well 2,900 feet deep which is 19 
inches in diameter. At Butte aux Cailles isa 
well which is 64% feet in diameter and 2,900 
feet deep. Another deep hole in the ground 
54% feet in diameter was drilled at La 
Capelle, France. The drilling tools used on 
this well weighed over four tons, 

In the early days of the oil industry in 
Pennsylvania it was thought that untold 
wealth might be obtained if a shaft was dug 
down to the oil bearing rock. Four such 
shafts were started, one at Tarentum, Pa., 
onthe Alleghany river above Pittsburg: two 
at Tidioute, Pa., also on the Alleghany, and 
one at Petroleum Center, on Oil Creek, the 
shafts were about 10x12 feet and were all 
abandoned at nearly the same depth, 280 feet. 
One of the Tidioute shafts was wrecked by an 
explosion and work was never resumed on it 
afterwards.

Butsince the system of bonding by the for- 
eign customs was established, every sort of 
restraint on the transit and use of native 
opium bas disappeared, and consequently 
more land has been put under the poppy, es- 
pecially in the An-ch’'i and T’ung-an districts. 
Resides native opium comes here from such 
distant places as Wenchow, and even the 
province of Ssu-ch’uan. In this neighbor- 
hood it is not yet much smoked alone, being 
mixed with foreign opium in such propor- 
tion as to suit the tastes and pcckets of 
smokers. 

The central government baving determined 
to tax native opium, instructions were re- 
ceived Jast autumn by the likin office here 
from the governor-general of this province, 
stating that an imperial decree had been is- 
med directing that native opium should be 
texedeither (1) in the districts where it is 
grown, or (2) at stations that it must pass on 
the way toa market. The provincial govern- 
ment accordingly determined to tax every 
mow (one-fifth of an acre) of poppies at the 
rate of 4 mace 2 condareens (2s.), and to issue 
pases to free the amount thus grown from 
further taxation; also that opium coming 
fromother provinces should be taxed at the 
rateof43taels per picul. All opium shops 
were to be compelled to declare the average 
amount of native opium each sold, and each 
should be assessed at a fixed quantity per 
month, At the end of each month they were 
tohand in the passes for the tax paid opium 
which they bad used during the month, and 
thisamount being deducted from their as- 
sessment they were to pay likin on the bal- 
ance—such balance being assumed to be 
smuggled.

I have had to object to this method of levy- 
ing the likin as an infringement of the addi- 
tional article of the Chefooconvention, which 
stipulates that after payment of 110 taels per 
picul—duty and likin—foreign opium shall be 
free from any tax or contribution direct or 
indirect, other than, or in excess of, such tax 
or contribution as may be hereafter levied on 
native opium. It is clear that we cannot re- 
gard likin levied as above asa tax on native 
opium, authorising under the above clause a 
further equivalent levy on foreign opium.—
